Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1962. 

There  were  400  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year,  the  lowest  number  recorded  since  1946,  and  only  40%  of  last 
year’s  figure. 

Measles  was  responsible  for  75%  of  the  notifications,  an  epidemic 
occurring  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  continuing  to  the  time  of  writing. 

Dysentery  represented  3.5%  of  the  total  number  of  notifications 
compared  with  16.2%  last  year. 

Only  2 cases  of  Whooping  Cough  occurred,  the  lowest  figure  in 
the  history  of  the  area,  representing  another  phase  in  the  success 
story  of  Preventive  Medicine. 

There  was  a further  decrease  in  the  number  of  notifications  of 
Scarlet  Fever,  26  as  compared  with  37  last  year,  again  a figure  ap- 
preciably lower  than  at  any  time  in  the  history  of  the  district. 

19  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  three  less  than 
last  year,  and  over  50%  of  these  occurred  in  persons  over  the  age  of 
45  years. 

A suspected  case  of  Smallpox  in  the  area,  and  the  epidemic  else- 
where, was  a stern  reminder  of  the  continued  need  for  infant  vaccin- 
ation. 

The  programme  to  give  the  district  a purer  atmosphere  continued 
throughout  the  year  in  an  effort  to  gradually  rid  the  air  of  its  pollutants 
with  their  concomitance  of  Chronic  Bronchitis  and  deaths  from 
Respiratory  and  Heart  Failure. 

The  number  of  accidents  both  on  the  roads  and  in  the  homes  of 
the  district  are  still  a matter  of  concern  to  the  Safety  Committee  and 
are  analysed  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  Cleansing  Station  at  Bramcote  was  in  use  on  a single  occasion 
during  the  year,  although  a number  of  children  with  hair  infestation 
had  to  be  treated  by  the  School  Health  Staff,

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The  Birth  Rate  has  again  increased,  the  number  of  births  being 
the  highest  ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  district. 

The  Death  Rate,  reflecting  an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  females 
dying  from  heart  conditions,  and  males  dying  from  malignant  con- 
ditions, is  higher  than  last  year.  The  average  age  of  women  dying 
from  Coronary  Thrombosis  was  71  years,  while  the  average  age  of 
men  was  63  years. 

Of  the  584  deaths  occurring  during  1962,  321,  representing  55%, 
occurred  in  persons  over  70  years  of  age,  while  473,  or  81.3%,  oc- 
curred in  people  who  had  passed  their  60th  birthday. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  There  was, 
however,  one  maternal  death  due  to  septicaemia  from  a septic  abortion, 
probably  caused  by  a throat  infection  in  a married  woman  of  26  years. 

The  stillbirth  rate  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  post-war  era, 
being  10.65  per  thousand  live  and  still  births  as  compared  with  an 
average  of  17.6  over  the  past  ten  years. 

The  following  Table  compares  the  Birth,  Death  and  Infant 
Mortality  Rates  for  the  district  with  those  of  England  and  Wales 
as  a whole,  and  with  the  average  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottingham- 
shire.

All  the  infants  deaths  occurred  in  the  neonatal  period  and  of 
these  10  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  two  most  significant  factors  are  prematurity  and  the  presence 
of  congenital  abnormalities. 

Indeed  prematurity  during  the  past  five  years  has  resulted  in 
43 % of  infant  deaths.  Unfortunately  the  cause  of  premature  labour 
is  obscure  in  some  50%  of  cases  making  prevention  difficult. 

The  introduction  of  conservative  treatment  in  cases  of  Placenta 
Praevia,  increased  knowledge  of  the  cause  and  treatment  of  Hyper- 
tension, and  pre-ectamptic  toxaemia  in  the  pregnant  mother  will 
effect  some  decrease,  but  in  the  cases  where  there  is  no  apparent  cause 
we  must  wait  for  an  increased  knowledge  of  the  physiology  of  labour. 

In  40%  of  the  deaths  in  which  the  infant  was  premature,  there 
was  respiratory  distress  due  to  atelectasis  ; the  infants’  lungs  failed  to 
expand  or  to  remain  expanded.  In  recent  years  it  has  been  shown  that 
increased  intra-alveolar  surface  tension  is  a factor  and  that  in  some  a 
hyaline  membrane  forms  but  this  latter  may  be  a secondary  develop- 
ment. Respiratory  distress  may  respond  to  treatment  and  if  the 
infant  can  be  kept  alive  for  the  first  week  or  two  it  probably  will  survive. 
Where  membrane  formation  occurs  survival  is  unlikely. 

Congenital  Defects  have  been  responsible  for  30%  of  infant 
deaths  during  the  past  5 years. 

It  is  difficult  to  perceive  how  this  rate  can  be  reduced  in  the  near 
future.  It  is  known  that  certain  infections  in  the  early  weeks  of  preg- 
nancy e.g.  German  Measles  may  result  in  certain  defects,  mainly  of 
sight,  hearing  and  heart.  In  cases  of  close  contact  with  this  disease 
and  where  the  mother  and  her  baby  are  vulnerable,  gamma  globulin 
is  injected  as  a preventive  measure. 

Some  drugs  have  been  shown  to  cause  similar  defects  and  it  is 
imperative  to  keep  medication  at  an  essential  minimum  in  the  early 
weeks  of  pregnancy.  Which  other  causes  upset  the  embryonic  develop- 
ment are  at  present  unknown. 

Ten  of  the  infants  dying  in  the  neonatal  period  were  delivered  in 
hospital.

Urban  District  are  in  the  main  covered  by  the  vehicles  and  personnel 
of  the  Beeston  Ambulance  Depot.  The  vehicle  establishment  of  this 
Depot  is  three  ambulances  and  three  sitting  case  cars.

Methods  by  which  the  Public  may  obtain  an  Ambulance  : — 

(a)  In  Emergency.  Dial  “ O ” (or  999  where  the  appropriate 
facility  has  been  provided — the  disc  on  the  instrument  will 
indicate  this)  and  ask  for  “ Ambulance.”  The  telephone 
number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument,  and  the  caller’s 
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name  and  address  should  be  given  when  requested.  The 
Exchange  will  connect  the  caller  with  the  main  station 
concerned.  The  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address 
(or  exact  location  in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  the 
ambulance  should  be  sent,  should  be  clearly  stated. 

All  urgent  calls  for  accidents,  sudden  illness  or  maternity 
will  be  answered  without  question,  and  the  Main  Station 
will  provide  an  ambulance  either  directly  or  through  a 
Sub-Station. 

(b)  Non-Urgent  Calls.  These  should  be  made  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  by  dialling  or  asking  for  Nottingham 
55939.  Such  calls,  including  routine  hospital  attendances, 
etc.,  will  only  be  accepted  when  supported  by  a recommen- 
dation as  to  need  from  a Doctor,  Nurse,  Midwife,  Dentist, 
or  other  responsible  person.  The  following  information 
should  be  given  by  a person  making  a call  — 

His  or  her  name  and  address, 

Name  and  address  of  patient, 

Patient  to  be  conveyed  from 

to (Place  or  address  in  each  case) 

Time  and  date  of  ambulance  required, 

Type  of  case  or  nature  of  illness. 

In  these  cases  as  much  notice  as  possible  should  be  given. 
The  Use  of  Messengers. 

Instead  of  telephoning,  messengers  may  be  sent 
direct  to  any  station,  sub-station  or  depot,  but  in 
emergency  the  method  described  above  is  preferable. 
It  is  to  be  emphasised  that  the  dial  “ O ” or  “ 999  ” method 
should  never  be  used  except  in  circumstances  of  urgency. 
The  service  is  free  and  no  payment  should  be  proffered  to 
drivers  or  attendants. 

It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  the  Ambulance 
Service  is  provided  only  for  those  patients  who  really  require 
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it.  Before  recommending  a patient  for  ambulance  transport 
otherwise  than  in  emergency,  doctors,  midwives,  nurses, 
dentists  and  others  should  therefore  be  satisfied  that  the 
patient  could  not,  owing  to  illness  or  disability,  reasonably 
be  expected  to  travel  by  public  transport.  The  ambulance 
service  may  be  abused  at  the  expense  of  a patient  where 
need  is  desperate — and  at  the  cost  of  his  life.

A physiotherapist  is  now  available  for  the  treatment  ol  school 
children,  by  appointment. 
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Home  Help  Service 

At  the  time  of  writing,  1 full  time  and  59  part  time  Home  Helps 
are  employed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  this  district. 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  services  is  now 
4/6d  per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is 
applied  in  cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  afford  the  standard 
charge. 

A Sub-Organiser  and  a Case-Worker  are  employed  in  this  district 
and  have  office  accommodation  at  Dovecote  Lane  Clinic,  Beeston. 
The  telephone  number  is  Nottingham  256603.

Day  Nurseries 

There  are  two  fifty-place  non-residential  Day  Nurseries 
within  the  district,  one  at  Stapleford  and  one  at  Beeston. 

There  is  a waiting  list  for  Beeston  Nursery. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required. 
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(b)  Provided  by  Other  Bodies 

Rheumatism  Clinic 

A Rheumatism  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwell  Memorial  Hall  is  run 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment,  two  sessions  being  held  weekly, 
on  Wednesday  afternoon  and  Saturday  afternoon  during  the  months 
October  to  May. 

Patients  are  treated  on  production  of  a Doctor’s  certificate  ; the 
physiotherapist  in  charge  is  Mrs.  Wagg,  101,  High  Road,  Chilwell. 

Nursing  in  The  Home 

1.  Infectious  Diseases.  All  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  which 
cannot  effectively  be  isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the 
household  are  removed  to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is 
available  from  any  other  source  for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases 
at  home. 

2.  General.  There  are  ten  district  nurses  operating  in  the  dis- 
trict, five  appointed  by  the  Beeston  Nursing  Association,  three  by  the 
Chilwell,  Attenborough  and  Toton  Nursing  Association,  and  two 
by  the  Stapleford  Nursing  Association.  These  Associations  function 
on  behalf  of  the  Local  Health  Authority. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service.  A 
small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes  is  kept  at  the 
Health  Department,  Beeston. 

Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Braincote  continues  to  function.  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  Medica^ 
Officers,  School  Medical  Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
are  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  Special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Bramcote  Recreation  Ground  for  treatment. 

The  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  with  Benzyl  Benzoate. 
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A Benzyl  Benzoate  product  with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been 
used  successfully  on  very  small  children  for  whom  the  normal  25% 
Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too  irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  or  other  preparations  are  still  supplied  free  to  cases 
of  Pediculosis. 

Health  Education 

Lectures  on  aspects  of  Public  Health  were  given  to  various 
organisations  within  the  district  by  members  of  the  Department, 
use  being  made  of  optical  aids  e.g.  slide  projection,  flannel-graphs  etc. 


The  County  Health  Education  Department  reports  on  their  work 
for  the  year  as  follows  : 

“ Talks  were  given  to  Ante  Natal  Classes,  Social  Service  Clubs, 
Young  Wives’  Clubs,  Men’s  Club,  Home  Help  Service  Staff,  Towns 
Women’s  Guilds,  and  at  these  meetings  a wide  variety  of  subjects 
were  covered. 

Several  types  of  visual  aids  were  used,  and  where  possible,  16mm. 
sound  films. 

Literature  was  issued  covering  many  aspects  of  Health  Education. 

A number  of  displays  of  posters  dealing  with  relevant  subjects 
were  organised  where  possible  at  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Topics  discussed  included  Dental  Health,  Immunisation  and 
Vaccination,  Accident  Prevention  and  General  Health.” 
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SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 

procedure  is  put  into  practice  : — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  or  Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  reports  regard- 
ing the  home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  re- 
moval to  hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria, 
and  the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital 
of  all  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation. 
The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified 
of  all  appropriate  cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and 
educate  the  parents  regarding  contact  periods,  isolation 
periods,  and  to  follow  up  school  and  pre-school  contacts 
who  are  susceptible. 

Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine,  and  pointing  out  the  penalties  for  neglect. 

The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 
Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff 
is  requested. 

Gamma  Globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  the  induction  of  possible  immunity  in  appropriate 
cases  e.g.  expectant  mothers  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
who  are  contacts  of  German  Measles  and  have  not  had 
the  infection. 
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t Inward  transfers — no  actual  notification  received.  * Pneumonia  deaths  as  reported  by  the  Registrar  General  refer 

to  all  types  while  notifications  refer  only  to  primary  pneumonia 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

1.  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis 

There  was,  for  the  third  year  in  succession,  no  case  of  poliomyelitis 
in  this  area.  However,  the  need  for  protection  by  immunisation  was 
demonstrated  by  a severe  outbreak  in  Hull. 

2.  Diphtheria 

There  was  again  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  the  district.  It  is, 
however,  essential  to  maintain  the  highest  possible  level  of  immunisa- 
tion if  the  record  of  the  past  eleven  years  is  to  be  maintained. 

3.  Dysentery 

There  were  fourteen  cases  of  Dysentery  confirmed  during  the 
year.  This  is  the  lowest  number  of  notifications  from  this  infection 
since  1953.

4.  Food  Poisoning 

Fifteen  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year  ; the 
highest  number  occurring  in  the  3rd  quarter.  Two  cases  due  to 
Salmonella  Typhi  murium  occurred  in  one  family  while  the  other  13 
represented  isolated  cases,  eight  of  which  were  due  to  this  organism. 
Salmonella  St.  Paul  and  Salmonella  Dublin  were  each  responsible  for 
a single  case.  In  the  other  3 cases  no  agent  was  identified. 
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5.  Measles 

There  were  301  cases  of  measles  confirmed  during  the  year, 
mainly  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  the  epidemic  continuing 
into  1963. 

6.  Puerperal  Pyrexia 

There  were  6 cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  notified  during  the  year, 
all  of  which  occurred  in  home  confinements  and  all  made  a good 
recovery. 

7.  Scarlet  Fever 

Twentv-six  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  30%  fewer  than  last  year, 
represented  the  lowest  number  of  notifications  in  the  history  of  the 
district. 

8.  Smallpox  (Variola) 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  supervise  a possible  contact  of 
a patient  who  arrived  at  London  Airport  from  Karachi  via  Paris  in 
December  1961.  The  contact  did  not  develop  smallpox. 

A suspected  case  came  under  observation  in  Stapleford  during 
May  when  a youth  of  17  years  became  acutely  ill  with  a rash  on  face 
and  arms,  associated  with  lymphadenitis  and  peri-orbital  cellulitis. 
Material  from  the  lesions  was  submitted  to  Collingdale  Laboratory 
and  the  following  morning  it  was  reported  that  the  serological  test  was 
positive  for  vaccinia/variola.  The  patient  had  never  been  vaccinated 
and  was  seen  on  the  same  day  by  the  Smallpox  Consultant  and  ad- 
mitted to  the  Smallpox  Hospital — all  precautions  being  taken  with 
ambulance  and  staff.  The  family  and  contacts  were  vaccinated.  The 
youth  had  been  in  contact  with  a master  who  had  been  in  the  Rhondda 
region  during  the  Easter  Vacation  where  there  were  cases  of  smallpox. 
This  master  had  been  successfully  vaccinated  in  March.  The  following 
day  the  Laboratory  reported  that  the  Egg  Culture  Test  proved  this 
to  be  a case  of  vaccinia  (cowpox).  The  youth  had  used  a communal 
shirt  while  playing  netball  a week  prior  to  the  illness  and  this  had 
previously  been  used  by  a recently  vaccinated  boy. 

9.  Tuberculosis 

There  was  again  a reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  notified. 
Nineteen  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  three  of  non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  reported.

1 . Diphtheria 

During  1962  375  children  completed  a primary  course  of  Im- 
munisation against  diphtheria  and  297  were  given  a Booster  dose 
after  school  entry,  under  Public  Health  Department  arrangements. 
A further  425  children  were  immunised  by  their  General  Medical 
Practitioners  who  were  also  responsible  for  giving  375  re-inforcing 
injections.  800  children  were  immunised  in  all,  two  hundred  fewer 
than  last  year.

3104  Primary  Vaccinations  against  Smallpox  were  carried  out  during 
the  year. 

The  smallpox  consultant  made  another  visit  to  a suspected  case 
during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1962. 

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Beeston  and  Stapleford 
Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Clean  Air  Act  1956 

The  Council’s  15  year  Smoke  Control  programme  continues  to 
make  progress.  Our  first  area  (Inham  Nook)  has  been  smokeless 
since  October  1961,  and  our  second  (Bramcote  Hills)  since  October 
1962.  Our  third  Order,  Stapleford  New  Eatons,  has  now  received 
the  Minister’s  confirmation  and  becomes  operative  on  the  1st  June, 
1964.  The  coming  into  operation  of  this  Order,  unfortunately,  has 
been  delayed  by  some  8 months  because  of  3 objections  received  from 
householders,  which  necessitated  the  holding  of  a Ministry  enquiry. 

Against  this,  I should  perhaps  mention  that  manv  enquiries  have 
been  received  from  residents  in  this  3rd  area,  who  are  most  anxious 
and  willing  to  get  on  with  the  task  of  turning  over  to  smokeless  fuels 
with  the  least  possible  delay,  and  this  I think  reflects  the  attitude 
of  the  great  majority  of  the  residents  of  the  district. 

Work  on  our  4th  area,  which  includes  the  whole  of  Toton  and  the 
Chilwell  Central  Ordnance  Depot  is  well  advanced. 

I sincerely  hope  that  the  supply  of  smokeless  fuels  will  keep  ahead 
of  the  ever-increasing  demand  and  so  enable  our  programme  and 
those  of  other  authorities  to  be  completed  “ on  time 

Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

Our  staff  are  continuing  to  take  readings  of  atmospheric  pol- 
lution in  the  district  by  means  of  the  two  daily  Smoke  Filter  and 
Volumetric  Suphur  Dioxide  Apparatus  which  are  stationed  at  the 
Beeston  Roundhill  and  the  Stapleford  Fairfield  Schools,  and  the 
deposit  gauge  on  the  roof  of  the  Roundhill  School.  We  are  indebted 
to  the  Director  of  Education  and  the  respective  Head  Teachers  for 
permitting  us  the  use  of  the  schools  for  this  purpose. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  concentration  of  Sulphur  Dioxide 
in  the  atmosphere,  as  recorded  by  the  Volumetric  Apparatus  : —

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SECTION  “D” 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER 

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties,  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

Six  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  three 
being  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  three  to  the 
Public  Analyst.  All  were  from  the  mains  supply,  four  being  taken 
from  stand  pipes  on  the  Caravan  Site  at  Trentside,  Beeston.  All 
were  satisfactory. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  service  has  functioned  reasonably  smoothly  and  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  Two  vehicles,  a 13  year  old  moving  floor  vehicle  and 
a 12  year  old  fore  and  aft  tipper  were  replaced  by  new  vehicles. 

At  the  Destructor,  plans  have  been  approved  to  extend  the 
receiving  hopper  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  commence  very 
shortly. 

Again  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  personnel  of  the 
Cleansing  Department  for  another  year’s  regular  and  efficient  service. 
We  are  particularly  indebted  to  our  nucleus  of  “ old  servants  ” who 
have  been  the  backbone  of  the  service  for  many  years. 

We  suffered  a grievous  loss  in  the  death  during  the  year  of  the 
Stapleford  Foreman,  Joe  Burton;  who  had  served  the  Council  faith- 
fully and  well  for  almost  40  years. 

The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  has  continued  to  play  its 
part  in  the  maintenance  of  a regular  collection  service.  The  average 
bonus  earned  per  man  per  week  under  the  scheme  for  the  year  ended 
31st  March,  1963  was  £1  Is.  Od. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Materials 

Our  total  income  from  salvage  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1963 
was  ,613,533,  our  lowest  figure  since  1955,  and  a reduction  compared 
with  last  year  of  some  ,£1,613. 

This  fall  is  due  mainly  to  the  following  factors  : — 

1.  A reduction  in  our  quota  of  waste  paper  of  some  15  tons  per 
month  from  1st  June  1962.  This  reduced  quota  was  increased 
by  4 tons  per  month  from  1st  January  1963. 

2.  A fall  in  price  of  waste  paper  from  the  1st  April  1962  of  15s.  Od. 
per  ton  in  the  case  of  fibre  board  and  5s.  Od.  per  ton  for  news- 
paper and  mixed  paper. 

3.  A further  reduction  in  price  of  10s.  Od.  per  tone  for  baled  tins 
from  November  1962  (there  were  previous  drops  of  10s.  Od.  per 
ton  in  May  1961  and  October  1961). 
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4.  A loss  of  ferrous  metal  salvage  from  industrial  sources. 

In  comparing  our  total  salvage  figures  with  previous  years,  it 
should  also  be  remembered  that  kitchen  waste  collection  ceased  from 
1st  April  1961. 

As  I have  mentioned  in  previous  reports,  we  have  had  recessions 
before  and  I am  sure  that  we  are  fully  justified  in  continuing  our 
present  salvage  policy.
